Working 
without 
a salary

ALBANY — Chamber of 
Commerce Manager Hal 
Denham is working without _ 
pay until the money crisis is 
over. 


The crisis developed ui- 
expectedly when theAlbony 
City Council recently voted — 
3-2 to chop $5,000: from its 
smal Chamber appropria- _ 
ion. 

This left only $3,000 in the 
new city budget for the local 
foci people’s organiza- — 
ion. y 
The Chamber board of di-- 
rectors has persuaded De- 
Se i 
looking for additional © 
sources of income. 

Initially, the Chamber is 
pleading with its 130 mem- 

's to ante-up enough extra 
funds to keep operations © 
going until the end-of the .- 


ear. 

Each Chamber member. 
is being asked to contribute 
50 percent of his or her an- 
nual dues, which would 
amont to $3,000 if everyone 
participates. 

Beyond that, the Chamber 
is, “. . .seeking additional 
ways of funding its budget 
for 1977,” said Denham. 

Denham has been the 
local Chamber manager 
since 1968, with salary and 
expenses formerly amount- 
ing to about $7,200 per year. 

e is not optimistic about 
the Council changing its de- 
cision, which had Mayor 
Joyce Jackson, Vice Mayor 
Pat Griffin and Councilman 
Mike Gleason in favor. 
Councilmen Lewis Howell 
and Robert Luoma were op- 


posed. 
The Chamber originally 

requested an increase in the 

city contribution from $8,000 

in 1975-76 to $9,000 in.1976-77. 

However, the council 

majority opinion was that 
the Chamber serves a “spe- 
cial interest” group and 
therefore does not deserve 
such a large appropriation. 

The Chamber had 
requested the $1,000 in- 
crease to allow more plan- 
ning for the future beautifi- 
eation of San Pablo Avenue 
and for the rehabilitation of 
a local low-income home. 

When the council instead 
cut the Chamber funding to 
$3,000, it also stipulated that 
the money should go for 
“community ads gar and 
not for the costs of administ- 
ration and overhead includ- 
ing Dehhan’s salary. 

Denham, 72, will receive 
some expense money. 

He said, ‘It would have 
been breaking a confidence 
for me to walk out now.:T 
would not like to see the 
Chamber lose its hard-won ~ 
position in the community.- 
“T believe,’ he added —

Red Cross Chapter is cur- 
rently looking for additional 
volunteers to help operate 
its braille book binding 
equipment at its facility at 
2116 Allston Way. 

Knowledge of braille is 
not necessary. For informa-

The chapter’s book bind- 
ing operation is the only vol- 
unteer facility in the coun- 
try currently using a 
mechanized binder de- 
veloped by Velo-Bind Co. 

Robert Kost, head of the 
production section of the 


Library of Congress’ divi- 
sion for the blind and physi- 
cally handicapped, recently 
toured the faciliy to see if 
the Library of Congress’ 10 
other volunteer binderies 
might be converted to the 
process. 

The equipment, purch- 
ased two years ago for the 
local chapter by the Con- 
gress, binds braille volumes 
in 10 to 15 minutes, By hand 
the process takes about 35 
hours per volume. 

The braille division of the 
Berkeley Red Cross Chap- 
ter, organized in 1929, began 


binding braille books in . 
hard covers by hand in 1936 
at the request of the Library 
of Congress. 

However, two years ago 
the Library of Congress de- 
cided to duplicate each 
braille book and make four 
copies. The library disco- 
vered its 11 volunteer bin- 
deries couldn’t meet the in- 
creased demand and 
oy alternative binding 
methods. : 

The chapter also holds 
classes each year for volun- 
teers who wish to transcribe 
the printed word into 
braille.
